AN ATTKML'TED APOLOGY.

LON» DISTANCE SIGNALLING. 

Says the Singapore Free Press of the 
23d Aug. :' H. M. S. Espoir left yester- 
day for FTong Kong about noon, her place 
in the harbour being taken by the Wasp. 
E.xaetly ill 7 o'clock in the evening, ai' 
cording t,<i pre-arrangeiiient, an effort h.ih 
made by the Orion to oommunic.Ue witli 
the Espoir. This was done by tlashing 
the electric light against the sky in the 
dirt'ttion taken by the hitter named vessel 
so that if the circiinistances were favora- 
ble the Hashes might lie cdiserved over 
the horizon and the sign.ils ri'ad. I'nfor- 
tunutely tlie atmospheric was tow char to 
anticipate much success, a clcuuly back- 
ground being neoessjiry to form a strong 
reflection. The eleutiic beam was 
first thrown into the air at, as far 
as could be judgeil froiii shore, 
apparently an angle (jf L'.S or .'iO' with 
the hori/.DU. I'reliiiiinaiy flashes ate(|iial 
intervai.i were made for a C(jiiple of uiiii- 
ntics or HI' to attract the attent ion of iho 
fclspoir liefoi'e an cllort was made to signal 
the inesaiige. The words wore expressed 
by long and short Hashes, corresponding 
to tlio "dot and dash" of tln^ Alorse alpha- 
bet. Oapl. .\daiiis was made ac(|iiaiiited 
before leaving with tlit^ first two words to 
be flashed, which were "good luck." The 
other two words of which the nies.sage was 
com[)osed, he is to send back by letter 
from Hong Kong, if they could be dis- 
tinguished. The vessels wore about sixty 
miles apart at the time of the .signals, and 
it will be iiiteroHtiiig to know if the exjicr- 
inieiit was succcasful, although that is 
scarcely probable owing to the clearness 
of the sky.- 

THE METEOR'S FALL. 

The whereabouts of the reiuarkablo 
meteor that shot through the New /5rims- 
wick sky last week and was seen at var 
ious points in Miuno and the inaritinu- 
provinces, afford a wide field for .sjh n- 
lalion. Where it fell is involveil in niys- 
lery. rp t(j the prosi'iit Imur, so far as 
lu'aril from, its location has not been di.s- 
eovereil. The li(jston Uviald represen 
tatiu; who was directed to go in quest of 
this extraordinary celestial visitor, upon 
reaching Bangor, f(mnd, from such infor- 
mation as 'iwaited him, that it would be 
a wild goose chase to proeoi'd farther 
eastward. ln(|uiries lead him to aliaiulon 
his original purpose and take the train for 
Orono, where tho .Maine State colleger is 
located. rre.siiU'nl Kornald lias for j-ears 
made iiietem-ological science a study, ('(!- 
lestial phenomena areas closeU' oliservcMl 
by him as is possibli' with t he iiist ninioii' .s 
ut his coimiiaiid. .Mr. l''oi'nahl was for- 
tunate enough to wilnoss the magnificent 
spectacle that now furnishes the leading 
topic of diacussion among scientists, and 
since the occurrence of tho phenomenon 
has been industriously (Migaged in endeav- 
oring to traci! its cuiir.si'. .Mr. I<'eriialil 
received the llcKihl man at his residence 
and gave him all tin; informatitui he poH- 
sessed. Last 'I'luirsday evening, .said 
Presideiit Fornald, 1 was engaged with 
my class in astronomy when about 8 
o'clock tho sky became suddenly lumin- 
ous. On looking for the source of this 
unoxpecttul light 1 saw lln! meteoralioiil L'O 
above tho horizon, in a direction whicliHiih- 
Hi'iiuent measurement ind-cated as south, 
bO" east. Members of the ch.sa who sawl 
the meteor agreed that its apparent nuig- 
nitude was nearly, that„pf the full moon. 
Extending above it was a trail of violot 
liglil, from which issued vivid si;intilla- 
tions. Tlu^ durat ion of its <li'scont was 
probtibly not more than live seconds. ( lli- 
servers of such phenonn.ii.i are naturally 
deceived as to the dislanoo of the point 
where a meteor falls to the earth. Hence 
it was to bo expected that rumors of its 
definite locality would bo numoroua. 
Kearly everyone who lias reported bia 
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observation to nm has stated that it 
seemed to fall not more than a half a mile 
away. In attempting to determine its 
path, Prof. F. L. Harvey of the college, 
and mysolf;fwent'-.tx> '"•Xtthpe^ro.iin. this 
state, and "Mc^Aldam Junction in New 
Brunswick, last evening. Y'ou know 
that it was reported that the meteiu' bad 
fallen near the latter place, and wonder- 
ful statements as to its immeiiHe sizo and 
intonso boat were given currency. All 
of those statements were without foun- 
dtition. The , meteor was seen at both 
thoao places in a direction auiith by about 
20' east. It was seen at Bridgewator, 
about (iU miles north of McAdatn, and at 
Calais, about 30 miles south. From both 
of these points the general direction of 
the meteor was a few degrees east of 
north. It was soon also at St. .lohn, and 
by telegram from Halifax 1 am informed 
that tho direction of tho meteor when 
observed there was southwest. Telegrams 
of iiupiiry sunt by mo to Yarmouth anil 
Annapolis, N. S., have as yet brouglit no 
reply. Until these jilaces are heard from 
the path of the meteor cannot be 
definitely traced. Taking into considera- 
tion, however, the bearing from tho State 
College and such stjitoments as Prof. Har- 
vey and myself have been able . to gather, 
my impression is that the meteor passed 
south of Nova Scotia and fell in tho At- 
lantic. Advices from Yarmouth may, 
howover, show that it passed north of that 
locality, in which event it must have 
crossed the lower portion (^f Nova Scotia. 
Its resting place is, doubtless, in tho bot- 
tom of the vast deep. From the extent 
of the territory illuminated and its ex- 
treme brilliancy there was reason to 
expect that a large meteoric body could 
be seemed for some scientific institution. 
It would now seem that such a hope can- 
not bo realized. Several observers hero 
repm'ted apparent exploaiona of the nio- 
tcor, giving rise to jets of light in all 
directions from its contre. One cannot 
but be impresaiHl with the general optical 
delusion in regard l<i the distance of such 
a body from tlio oljscrvatory. At Bridge- 
water it seemed to fall at a distaiica of 
one-fourth of a mile, whereas its path 
could not be loss tlian one hunilreil and 
fifty miles from that place. A similar de- 
ception in the estimated distance has been 
evident at each of tho points from which 

I have had individual reports. I I'egard 
this meteor iis presenting one of the most 
remarkable phenomena that have been 
witnessoil for many years.

To riiK KnriiiK:- Having just re- 
turned from a two weeks' trip lotlio 
south we have had broui,'ht before our at- 
tention two or three papers from Vic- 
t<jria, charging us with libelling your fair 
city. Kindly favm- us with ii little sjiace 
while we hasten to set ourselves right. 

Whatever we have said concerning \'ic- 
tiiriii we have writton over our own siuiia- 
tures, and if vou will point out aiiytliiiig 
that wo have written that is inconsistent 
with the naked truth we will npologi:te 
with all our heart ami crave your forgive- 
ness, would no more think i f nm- 
ligning a community tliau an individual, 
fur a ciiinmunity is luit the aggregate of 
iniliviiliials. I f you will read the letters 
which wo li.ive written recently in the 
Mail and some yeara ago in the tllube dur- 
ing the Punshon expedition, you will find 
that wo have done as much to sot forth 
before the pulilic tho advantages of your 
favored city and coast as any ]irivate and 
uniiniiortant individual that has li.id the 
honour of becoming acipiainted with your 
resources, your social life and institutioiiH. 
We repeat again, if we have written any- 
thing at \ariaiice with the facts in regard 
to your f.'iir city, if yon will point it out to 
us, we will liasleii with apologies lo cor- 
rect- it. We are ;d'ler the truth every 
time. But we understand that the 
Bole cause of oU'ense are our iiteiances in 
our own church, as reported in oiio or 
niori! of our city dailies. We are not 
cort.iin that we saw these reports, but we 
are oiutain of what was said. A news- 
paper paragraph coiiileiisiiig into a ipiar- 
lor or half column what was said in an 
hour and a half is, to say the least, not 
tho best foundation for>so grave a charge 
as libel and wilful misrepresentation. 
Take what we liavi^ written and point out 
wherein we liavi^ misre|ires(Uil(:il. 

Hut. let us give you what was actually 
said al. tin; mooting. .Mr. (iooderham's 
allusions to N'iotoria would have given 
Hiitiafaction to the nmst ardent citizen and 
friend of Victoria, and the only thing 
that could have given umbrage to tho 
mayor and ciuincil was a |)leasant allusion 
In the Kov, .'Mr. Sl.'irr and that ho was 
liriiigiiig out his heavy guns against tin; 
city's wickedness. Now the luemberH of 
the council may have felt themselves jier- 
fectly justifiable in bringing up this mat- 
tor at one of their regular meetings, but 
it seems hardly tin thing fb'r ' honorable 
councillors to go out of tMir my to de-i 



nounce niinisturs in general, and charge 
upon Air. (iooderliam tho owner iihip of a 
distillery, when they must have known 
that ho has no coinioctiou with it what- 
ever, ThroughouthisentireaddrossheBpcke 
in the highest terms of tlio country, and 
said he believed t'natOodiii his providence 
had given to (Iroat Britain this great land 
to receive tho surplus population of crowd- 
ed Europe. We arc charged with saying 
that all tho male iiihaliitants recdied witli 
liquor, and that a large portion of ibe city 
was set apart for infamous purposes. Now 
that is maligning with a vongoance. We 
did say that the state of morality was not 
as high on the Pacific coast as 'Witlv us, 
and ^gave tho reasons why we could not 
o.xpect it in ninver countries. Referring 
to Sabhath-hri'.'iking, we did thank tied 
for a Toronto Sabhatli; and we do so 
now. Wo nientionod profanitj' as being 
more general mi the I'acific coast, but did 
also rebuke this tiod-defying abomination 
among us. 

We stated that drinking was more pre- 
valent, and that tlioau who did so indulge 
drank more deeply - -evm'y one of them 
KiH.Mno(l lo stink with it. That word wo 
would not use in deliberate expression- 
we desire to recall it — it is not an odor- 
ous or delicate word. Wo siiiij)ly mean 
to sa^ that those who stinndated on the 
Pacific coast drank more deeply than 
with us. We believe that still, and the 
liliie Books coiiliriu our Hiateinent.

We were talking about our impressions of 
the West, and in only two things did wo 
refer to Victoria in particular, viz: The 
number of liipuu' places, and the social 
evil. If any of your citizens justify these 
things they are lower down I ban we ever 
dreamed of. If our observations concern- 
ing Victoria were slanderoua, it is very 
strange that tho congregation enjoyed 
our account so much; for scores of them 
expressed their desire to make the same 
journey, and tunny have since come to its 
asking ailviceasln settling in X'ictnria. 
Yiui never struck at more silicon' frieiuls 
of British Columbia. One can easily un- 
ilerstaiul the sensitiveness of young com- 
niiinitios; they desire to have everything 
of \hv i-iilueiir (/!■ i-osn. But who would 
111 it paint a true iiieturo withmita shadow; 
who would oll'or a critioisiu that was not 
just and di.scriininat iiig .' 

We are both e.xci'odingly sorry 
because of this inipleasaiit af- 
fair. We were delighted with our 
trip and would bo glad to make another 
over tho same route. Wo received noth- 
ing but kindness and the most enjoyable 
])ortion of our visit was the week we spent 
in your own (.^tiiooii Cily of the West 
coast. ^Vo do not think that N'ict.jria or 
even Toronto can boast of its morality, 
there are abomimitiona we would be glad 
to have wiped out. Wo do not know that 
it is wise to compare city with city, or 
community with community, but it strikes 
us that the true way to he jealous of the 
fair naiuo of our own oily is to lie tiist 
clean and |)ure, temperate and Christian 
ourselves and then go right to uurk in 
(iiid's groat name to make those around 
us chaste and temperate and true. And 
in this fight we are youra as ever,
